‘The Nature. Care doctors of Germany were among the first 


to feach that fevers are beneficial and for many years they were 
thoroughly criticized for this theory. -I can remember that in about 
1925, when I wrote an article called “Fevers—Our Friends” I 
was ridiculed by.-those who could not accept this viewpoint about 
fevers. 
However, .jn the last few years, medical men have ccme to 
al de the same attitude toward fever that was adopted by the 
naturopaths, and the late medical text-books and magazine agree 
that fever is of benefit. In fact, so thoroughly has the idca that 
Jever is a friend been accepted, that fever machines have been 
worked out for the purpose of bringing about an artifiicial fever. 
Certainly, fevers are your friends and they occur when. you 
need them. You should regard an acute fever as a drastic adjust- 
ment on the part of the body to the accumulated waste material 
of years of wrong living. When fever occurs, it te be regarded 
as ah indication ‘that the body is trying to heal itccif, trying to free 
itself of morbid material by the simple process of ee it up. 
Fever Is ¢s8entially a defensive process— defense measure 
which the body has worked out to get rid of 1ciJesirable material. 
In other words, fever is only a part of a process timed! to restore the 
body to normzt‘gnd the fever which comes frsi®and the return to 
«nod health whith comes second, are but two steps in the same 
yvozess. When ‘yt 
she body make ‘an attempt at a cure. 
The cause of the acute fever is some form of systemic toxemia 
produced by toxins which the body has f:en unable sufficiently to 
xpel. In some fevers, the texjns are of such a nature that it is 
necessary to expel the, surplus amount through the skin, in addition 
to the elimination which tales place through ‘the regular channels of 
excretion. In this .event, the skin will reaet by breaking cut in 
different types of rashes, varying with the form of toxemia present. 
Once a fever has deevloped, the patient will be bothered by the 
following discomforts: the mouth has a bad taste, the lips are dry, 
the head aches, the cheeks appear flushed and fcel hot, the appctiic 
is poor, the digestion is disturbed, and he is restless and unable to 
sleep soundly. In addition, he may experience a general aching of 
the muscles, the tongue is ‘coated, and he feels irritable and cranky. 
When ao feyer has occurred, the first rule to observe is to go to 
bed. The second rule in acute fevers is this: Stop eating. The 
ippetite is invariably poor during the first stage of a fever and 
his should be relied upon as evidence that the body does not need 
‘y0d.. Here is ‘the third rule: Drink plenty of water. Usually, the 
nouth of the feverish patient feels dry and water should be given 
o often and in such liberal amounts that the patient does not have 
‘2 opportunity to complain of dryness of the mouth. The feverish 
satient needs water far more than he needs food. The fourth rule 
3 to take at least one enema daily and preferably two. The fifth rule 


s: Use tepid sponge baths at frequent intervals to keep the patient -
